The prior art such as Sowman (US 3,795,524) teaches that composite wires may 
be formed from metal matrices containing substantially continuous, longitudinally 
positioned ceramic oxide fibers. Sowman further teaches that the metal matrix material 
may be aluminum and that the ceramic oxide fibers have moduli within the range 
claimed. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest how to form a wire having a 
nonlinear coefficient of themial expansion over the claimed temperature range or that 
such a wire exhibiting a nonlinear coefficient of thermal expansion would be desirable.
